In the conree of time these Indl- 
m a a l oialms sweUed and magnUed until in 18M 
the Senate of thb United States, determined to clear 
«NBI all 00 and to make a clean sweep of all the 
taeatloBs then In dispute between the United SUtcs 
aad the Otioetaws, adopted a resolution to pay to 
the Choctaw Nation the net proceeds of the sale of 
thetr Mlaslaelppl lands In mil settlement of aU de- 
MBds, leaving the Nation to arrange with Its indi- 
vMoal members. The amount ascertained to be 
dae for these lands was about two mllUon ihree 
hhhdred thousand dollars, and Congress therefbre 
appfopriated $¿oo,eoe of that amount, half In cash 
and half in bonda The delegates and attorneys, 
thN hgh whom this settlement was made, claimed 
reeeived onc-faaU of the cash appropriation as 
tts ir eommlaslon, and the other half passed into 
the hands of the then IndUn agent, to be expended 
In the purchase and supply of com, Ibr the want 
• f which the Choctaws were then snflbrlng, or 
nppoeed to bo. 
That was the Isst seen of 
the money. One stosmboat load of com was sent 
nN the Arkansas Hlver, bnt It never reached the 
Indians. It rotted and was thrown overboard, and 
th at was the end of that transaction. The Indians 
were eompletcly swindled out of the flrst $250,000 
^W ropnated. The $250,000 In bonds were never 
Issaed; b n tto tb st, and to the remainder of the 
$2,«»,000, the Men of the fifty per cent commission 
to the delegates and attorneys attached. The at­ 
torneys were a certain Mr. J. T. Cochrane, 
formerly a clerk In the Indian Department at 
Washington, now dead, and another well-known 
character around Wasldngton In the days before 
t t e war, named Albert Pike. 
THR BRBBLLION BROKI OUT. 
The Choctaws and Chlokasaws Joined the rebels 
and were brigaded, I beUcve, nnder nke, who 
made a bad mess of his command and retired In- 
glorioasly firom the service. In the meantime all 
payments to the Indians were stopped, except that 
the Interest on their trust fnnd in the hands of the 
goreram cnt was diverted to the snpport of and to 
the payment of losses snpposed to have been sue.

THE NICARAfiUAN SURVEYING EXPEDITIOH. 


United Stntes BTnwal Officers Bnrrey tlie 
Snpoa Route and ChUd’s Routc—Tl&e 
Sapoa Route Found To Be Impraotloa- 
ble-The Child’s Ronte Supposed To Be 
Praetleable—A Caual Between tbe At- 
Inntle anit Paelfle a Great Difficulty. 
In March last an expedition left here to snrvey 
the Sapoa and Child’s rontes, from Lake Nicaragua 
to the Pacific, for the purDose of determining a 
practical route for a ship canal between the Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific. The expedition, which was In 
charge of Commander Crossman, consisted of the 
following n am ed L ieu ten an t Sohetkey, United 
States Navy; Uontenant W. W. Rhodes, United 
s u te s Navy; Ueutenant Noel, United states Navy; 
Ueutenant LeuUe, United States Navy; Master J. 
P. Moser, United States Navy; Midshipmen Hughes, 
Winslow and Keeler; Civil Engineer Mcnocal and 
AsstoUnt Civil Engineer Crowell. 
Early in April Commander Crossman, Lientenant 
Forée and four men from the Kansas, while cross­ 
ing the bar at Greytown, were drowned. This mel­ 
ancholy occurrence was dispiriting to the expedi­ 
tion and considerably dampened the ardor of all 
the party. Commander Crossman was a gentleman 
much esteemed for his professional capabilities as 
well as for bis personal qualities, and Ills death waa 
much regretted as a loss to his comrades and on 
acconnt of the valuable services the survey was 
deprived of by his untimely end. His place was 
taken by Commander Hatfield, of the Kansas, 
who continued to lead the expedition during the 
survey. 
After the dlstressfol incident the expedition 
went up the San Juan River, and across the lake to 
Virgin Ray, at which point the headquarters of the 
expedition were established. The party was here 
divided, one half, under Lientenant Noel, taking 
the Saiwa route, and tlio other,- under command of 
Ueuteuuut Rhodes, taking the Child route. Each 
left Virgin Buy about the tot of May, continuing the 
work until about the 11th of June, when It becnme 
necessary to stop owing to the heavy rains which 
fall on the isthmus during this season. During 
these six weeks a thorough snrvey of Child’s ronte 
was made

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From Dr. Livingstone, at Unyanyembe, that 
now famous halfway station between Lake 
Tanganyika and the Indian Ocean ooost, we 
have another and a lengthy and ezoeedingly in 
teresting letter, which we spread before our 
readers this morning. 
We have deemed it 
soffioiently important to justify its transmis­ 
sion from England through the Atlantic cable, 
and wo are sure that to onr readers of all 
parties, croeds and races it will be welcomed 
as an agreeable diversion from the spiteful 
contioversiee and profitless excitements of onr 
Presidential agitation. 
After years of trials, 
sufierings and grievous disappointmeuts in 
strange lands, among savage tribes, cut off 
from all communications with the civilized 
world, disabled, robbed, abandoned, destitute, 
helpless and on the verge • of despair, how 
fresh, vigorous and buoyant this late broken- 
down and desponding explorer presents him­ 
self in this philanthropic letter I 
A timely messenger, and providential, as it 
would appear, bringing him news from home, 
kindred and friends, and. best of all, supplies 
for his immediate wants, and assurances for 
the future, has made this surprising trans­ 
formation on this long lost and long neglected 
missionary in the cause of science and of 
Christianity. His meeting with Mr. Stanley 
and his surprise party made his heart thrill 
with joy. The weakness, the exhaustion and 
the shadows of despair which had weighed him 
down have vanished, and, under the inspira­ 
tion of his new hopes and renewed strength 
and confidence, this letter of his sparkles like 
champagne, and glows with humanity and 
Christian charity. 
The mission undertaken 
by Dr. Livingatone in the cause of science, in 
which ho has been so long engaged, was and 
is the discovery of the souroes of the Nile; 
but his self-appointed work in all hm African 
explorations has been and is thé work of 
Christianity. 
Bis heart is in this work, and 
hence, if he can be instrumental in the 
abolition of the horrible Eastern Afrioon slave 
trade ho will esteem it a greater glory than 
that of the discovery of all the souroes of the 
Nile. 
/ 
The suppression of this diaboUcal East Afri­ 
can slave trade, as the Christian missionary. 
Dr. Livingstone, makes, therefore, the special 
theme of this letter. Looking to the United 
States, relieved of this pernicious “rolio of 
barbarism,” African slavery, and rejoicing at 
length under a constitution of universal liberty 
and eqoal rights, he appeals to us for a help­ 
ing hand in this greater enterprise than the 
solution of all the geographical mysteries of 
Africa. Nor is there anything iivanting in the 
terrible facts which he recites to make tiiis 
savage slave trade of Eastern Africa a subject 
for the direct interveution of England. From 
ton to twenty thousand per annum of these 
poor Africans of the Upper Nile basin are 
captured, 
carried 
off 
and 
sold 
into 
slavery, 
and 
under 
cruelties 
surpass­ 
ing the horrors of “the Middle P a s ^ e ” 
between the coast of 
Guinea' and the 
island of Cuba. Thus, while the island of 
C u ^ remains as the market fox the slave 
from the West coast of Equatorial 
Africa, the island of Zanzibar oontinues the 
great depot for this detestable traffic on the 
Eastern coast. 
Indirectly, too, if not di­ 
rectly, in connection with this Eastern traffic, 
England, to some extent, is responsible; and 
with these shocking expoeures from Dr."Tdv- 
Ingstone she cannot blink the question longer. 
Considered next, simply in the light of trade, 
it is evident, from the testimony of Livings­ 
tone, that England might turn the policy of 
active intervention for tiie suppression of tixis 
slave traffic to a profitable account This in­ 
tervention, of course, to be eSbctive, would 
require a “reconstruction” of the Sultan of 
Zanzibar; but is he not, with his estates, as 
being outside the pale of civilization, subject 
under the law of nations, to seizure and ap­ 
propriation by any power within the code? 
But important as to Christianity is this 
dreadful evil of the East African slave 
trade, 
in 
the 
new 
lights 
presented 
by 
Idvingstouc, 
and 
attractive 
as he 
makes those free bom and naturally in­ 
offensive people of the eastern tablelands of 
Africa, who are tom away by violence from 
tbeir homes to be sold as slaves, we oaimot 
resist the temptation of dropping these sub­ 
jects for the present in order briefly again 
to consider the interesting researches and 
discoveries of Dr. Livingstone of the Nile 
sources and their drainage. 
It was thought 
by Speko and Grant, in their discovery of one 
of the great equatorial la k ^ Nyanza, which 
they named, in honor of the Qumu of Eng- 
>md, Victoria Nyanza, that they’ "had found 
the W 
of the NUe because they went round 
the south en^ of this lake and found that it 
was Indeed the great foontainhead of the 
river on that side. 
But when Sir Samuel 
Baker discovered the other Lake Nyanza to the 
westward, which he named the Albert Nyanza, 
in honor of the lamented Prince Consort, he 
was led to the conclnsion that there might be 
still many other lakes in a chain to the south­ 
ward drained into the Nile; and this is the 
problem which Livingstone has so nearly solved. 
From the summit level of the tablelands, 
or the ridge or chain of mountains, some 
eleven degrees, south latitude^ which divides 
the waters of the great Zambezi, flowing 
into the Indian Ocean, from the waters of 
the Chambezi, flowing northward towards 
the ^ile» lAvingstone 
has 
discovered a 
great interior bosin, ^)iiqh 
he travelled 
ooRtward and northward tor six hundred 
miloe, leaving hut a hundred mUes or so 
unexplored between him and Baker’s lake, 
He is satisfied, and we are almost oonvlnced, 
that this Chambezi and its connections of 
lakes and rivers, lengthens the NUe southward 
beyond Baker’s lake some seven hnndred 
miles. If so, then we may set down the NUe 
SB not only the most wonderfhl and ihe most 
famous, but as the longest river in the 
world. 
It dwarfs the Mississippi 
to half 
the length, as the bee 
flies, of the Egyptian 
River, 
and 
it 
challenges the Missouri, 
from its souroes to tile Gulf of México. Accord­ 
ing to Livingstone, it rises, like the Missis­ 
sippi, from ten thousand foontains on a lofty 
plateau, which flowthrough numerous streams 
Into the main river, and next the main stream 
passes through h chain of great lakes as long 
as the chain of the S t Lawrenoe, and then for 
nearly a thousand miles by the river channel 
to the sea. One of this NUe chain of lakes die- 


Lincoln, after onr “Honeet Old Abe” —a oom- 
phment which shows that our American expe­ 
dition in search of Livingstone was not, in the 
light of patriotism, out of plaoe. And here, 
we think, os ourlofkieetBooky Monntain peaks 
are named after our Western pathfinders, such 
03 Pike and Long and Fremont and as the 
lakes of the interior basin of Nevada are named 
in honor of those famous pioneers, such as 
Carson, WaUier and Danner, this NUe chain 
of lakes should be flUed out with the names 
of such pioneers in Africa as Speke, Grant 
Burton, Baker. Livingstone, and, may we 
not say, Stanley ? 
But the utilitarian may ask, What do all 
these African disooveries signify 7 Of what 
practical value are they to the outside world or 
to the Africans ? How often this absurd ques­ 
tion has been asked, and how emphatioaUy 
it has been answered by the resulto, in relation 
Ao other discoveries, from 
time to time, 
through thousands of years, we need not 
horo repeat 
But in regard to these dis­ 
coveries in the great equatorial basin of the 
NUe, we venture the prediction that the results 
to Africa and to the civUized world wiU be 
of great and 
euduring value—that they 
wUl embrace the complete extinguishment 
of the 
African slave trade, 
East 
and 
West, 
and 
through 
oommcroial enter­ 
prises and 
the 
encouragement 
and 
instruction of the African nations in Ohris- 
tianily, and in the arte of peace, agriculture, 
mining and manufactures, predict, even within 
the period of the living 
generation, the 
development of a trade between Africa, 
Europe and America, compared with which 
the trade of ancient Egypt and of Oarthage, 
in the meridian of their greatness, wiU appear 
but a bagatelle. These disclosures from Dr. 
LivingsUme in reference to the East African 
slave trade cannot be ignored by the nations 
of Ohristeudom, and these important dis­ 
coveries of the unlimited oapooitiee of Equa­ 
torial Africa for the production of oorn, rice, 
cotton, 
sugar, tobacco, and aU the fruito 
of the tropics, wUl not longer by England be 
overlooked casting about as she is for new 
markets for her wares and new fields of em­ 
ployment for her redundant population. 


U’lx0 AArlcans aa Seen a t Home. 
Wo are so accustomed to regard the ignorant 
and debased negro of the West Coast as the 
typioal black man that most people wiU have 
some difficulty in accepting the African picture 
drawn by Doctor Livingstone. 
Yet if for an 
instant we forget our projudioes a little reflec­ 
tion '.dll show that tho influence of clime and 
institutions may have more to do with the 
ignorance and barbarism of a race than any 
radical physiological defect Agee of slavery 
have exercised their demoralizing effeoto on 
the inhabitants of the coast whose contact 
with civilization has boon for them the worst 
of misfortunes. But away froBi these debas­ 
ing influences the block man, as seen in his 
native state, nncormpted by the mm dealer or 
the slave trader, rises to a high level in the 
scale of humanity. 
The population of the 
interior exhibits marked differences of color, 
ranging from the coal black of the Soudan to the 
light bro'wn of the Aral). 
But this appears to 
be almost entirely due to local effeoto. It seems 
by no moans to follow, as is commonly be­ 
lieved, that tho nigger black skin is a mark of 
intellectual inferiority. In their native state, 
living under their own law^ tte bhwk nwe 
develops into a type closely resembling the 
old Egyptians. They are, in fiwt, a race ftül 
of Are, of fine physique and capable of floble 
and generous thoughts. 
The low, receding 
forehead and the lark heel, which are distin­ 
guishing marks of the lowest slave type with 
which we are acquainted, is unknown, except 
on the West Coast, while in some instances 
the races of the interior develop a nobleness 
of physique far in advance of Europeans. The 
teetimouy of Dr. Livingstone on this point is 
one of the most interesting and striking pas­ 
sages in his letter, and tends to sweep away 
the absurd prejudice which would moke the 
black race naturally inferior to tho white. 
Speaking of a peace council between some 
tribes dwelling south of 'Tanganyika Dr. 
Livingstone says:-—“You could not see more 
finely formed, Intellectual heads, in any as­ 
sembly in London ox Paris, and faces and 
forms corresponded.” 
This evidence over­ 
throws completely the supposed physical an^ 
mental inferiority of Sambo. Nor is tho con­ 
trast offered by the picture of the African 
ladies a whit leas striking. They arc repre­ 
sented as “pretty, with charming black eyes, 
beautiful foreheads, nicely rounded limbs, and 
small hands and feet” In fact just the op­ 
posite of what we have been in the habit of 
picturing them. 
The Doctor is evidently as 
gallant as he isobservaat, and if there be many 
beauticH to be met like tbe Queen of Oazembe, 
whom he desoriboe, one might bear philoso­ 
phically the prospect of a four-years’ isolation 
from civilization. 
Indeed, the character of 
the ladies of the country is so much in keep- 


means of eniploying their tiine in diving for 
oysten. In fact the pioture of Africa pre­ 
sented by the distinguished toaveUer is mart 
tempting to young men of adventurous tastes 
who are matrimonially inclined. We would 
not be much astonished to see a stream ef 
bachelor emigration established towards Ais 
happy region, where the brown beanttos so 
glowingly described invite the wanderw to a 
new if somewhat warm elysiom. 
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ing with what we observe nearer home, that 
a sisterhood is at once established that 
overleaps the bounds of color. The African 
belle has her fashions and her modes just as 
her better upholstered sister at Newport or 
Long Branch. 
It is true that barbarous 
“wateriaUs,” inflated “queuw do Parto” and 
brilliant “Dolly Vardens” are unknown to the 
Manyema beauties or the belles of Ujiji. Those 
belong to a colder oUme ; but other forms of 
the same passion to improve their charms dis­ 
play that “touch of nature which makes the 
whole world kin.’’ 
Other aspects of the 
female oharacter are not lees creditable to Afri­ 
cans. If they share the vanity and foUies of 
our civilisation they also display much oi the 
energy, industry and home love, which are the 
best and noblest traits of any woman’s oharac­ 
ter. Nor are they free from the love of gain— 
the disposition to obtain an advantage by 
questionable means in their dsaUngs. They 
will chatter and will cheat in a manner which 
would set a profeasioual sharper at his wito’ 
end, laughing and joking aU the while in the 
most provoking manner. With such qualities 
their claim to slrterboed with the paler

women

undeniable.

Afrioans aa now mode known to us to 
their ohlvahotts req>tet for the ladtos, who, 
even in ttoae of war. are allowed to pass 
through hostile tribes nnmolested-a Coot 
which speaks volumes for the ladies’ toot and 
the influenoe they exeroiee over the stronger 
sex. Not oonlent to be ornamental, they take 
their share in almost all the labors of life. In

The death of President Jaurez to an event 
of the greatest moment to the Mexican people, 
both in regard to their domestio aflkirs and 
their foreign relations, and especially as 
touching their relations with the United 
States. 
For a period of fourteen years—a 
period of incessant wars against internal 
revolutionary faotions or foreign invade» and 
usurpe»—this romarkable man, Junrez, main­ 
tained his position as President of Mexico- 
the most extraordinary foot in the history 
of this most turbulent and revolutionary oi 
all the turbulent Spanish-Amerioau republics. 
This long continuous admintohration of four­ 
teen years, whiob, for Mexico, would be 
remarkable under any 
circumstances, has 
been made particularly oonspiououe, flrat, 
from 
the overthrow 
by Juarez 
of the 
Ohurtdi party as the supreme political power 
in the State; seoondly, from his sucoessful 
patriotic war against the French armed occu­ 
pation and imperial protectorate under Maxi­ 
milian; and lastly, from (he suppression of 
an the numerous rovolutionory attempts, which 
have followed the death of Maximilian, for the 
expulsion of Juarez from the government 
We may he» not unprofltably reproduce 
some of the leading facte in the evenUhl 
career 
of this extraordinary 
Mexican of 
the Azteo race. 
In 1858 the» was a mUi- 
tary outbreak in the Oity of Mexioo, instigated 
by theOhuTch party, against the constitutional 
authorities. President Oomonfort, in this crisis 
proving faithless in attempting a dictatorship, 
was driven from the country, and for some 
time, like so many other exiled rulers, lived 
the Ufe of a philosopher in New York. Juaroz, 
Vice President at that time, thus beoame Pres­ 
ident, and in this oapacity from Queretaro he 
issued a strong pronunoiamento against the 
Church party, and the war oommenced in ear­ 
nest between this powerful party and this bold 
reformer. Driven from point to point he was at 
length at Vera Cruz, in April, 1859, acknowl­ 
edged by the United States as the lawful head 
of the Mexican government; and then and 
there, July, 1859, he issued his programme of 
reform, embracing reUgious liberty, indepen­ 
dence between Ohuroh and State, the legality 
of civil marriages, the oonflscation of the reel 
estate of the Church as national property, and 
directing its sale, and the snppression of con­ 
ventional estabUshinento thronghont the re­ 
public. After a sanguinary civil war of three 
years Juarez, with the destruction of the army 
of Miramon, came off the conqueror, and his 
proposed reforms we» put into prootioe. 
But the defeated Ohuroh party, in the 
onormons properties and powera whioh had 
been held and which^ipight be reclaimed by 
them, had too much at stake to’ give up the 
contest in this fashion. Driven to the despe­ 
rate exfremity, they did not hesitate to invite 
foroign intervention; and it came with that 
Fronoh invasion and armed occupation whioh 
culminated in the sotting up of Maximilian as 
Emperor of Mexico, “by the will of the peo­ 
ple,” under the protection of the Emperor 
Napoleon and the army of Marshal Bazaine. 
The time was favorable for this daring 
Napoleonic idea. 
The United States could 
give no material aid to Juarez. 
They, at 
home, we» engaged in a struggle of life or 
death with a gigantic »bellion, and Napoleon 
was sattofled that the issue of this straggle 
would give him the convenient ally .of an in­ 
dependent Southern oonfederaoy. Juarez, by 
Bazaine, was driven to the northern frontier 
of Mexioo; but still the tenacious Indian 
maintained bis righto as head of the State, 
and faithfully in this capacity was Juarez sup­ 
ported to the end by President Linooln’s 
Sec»tary of State, Mr. Seward. 
At length, 
with the b^[inning of the rad of o(^ ^nthem 
oonfederaoy, Napoleon, oonvinóed that his 
Mexican adventure was 
bad investment, 
abandoned it, withmrew his protecting army 
and left poor Maximilian to his tote. 
With mo» courage than discretion Maxi­ 
milian, relying upon his Mexioan adherents, 
resolved to fight it out with Juaroz. 
He was 
invested in that very Qaerotaro who» Jnaroz 
set forth upon his snooessftil caroor; he was 
betrayed, he was oaptnrod, and he was exe­ 
cuted. This ezeontion was the act of Juarez; 
and, while he could justify it under the laws 
of Mexioo, he wonld have acted mo» wisely 
had he listened to the appeal of Mr. Seward 
and spared the life of the brave but misguided 
Maximilian. Nothing was gained by his exe- 
ontton bat the condomnation of the act by 
the oiviUzed world aa an act of needless ven- 
geoDM;' nothing would have been lost in 
sparing him 
the blood of a victim no 
longer reqnirod to satisfy Mexioan honor or 
to vindicate the saoredness of the Mexican 
soil against foroign usurpe». Bat Jnaroz was 
a man of resolute will, of peraistont stubborn­ 
ness, we may say; and this quality, whioh we 
And in almost every man distinguished in 
public life, at home or abroad, occasionally 
mara with cruelties, mow or less, the record 
of the beet of them. Something, too, tonoh- 
ing the execution of Maximilian most be 
allowed to the Indian blood of Juarez, with 
whioh vengeance for a great wrong is held as 
a roliglons duty never to be forgotten or com­ 
promised. 
Still the general record of the long, tnrbn- 
lent, eventfol, rovolntionary and bloody ad- 
mlntotrotion of Juarez, all the oironmstanoes 
considered, to good. He Uved to see estab­ 
lished his programme of civil and roligions 
liberty against a powetftil party in war at 
home and against a powerful armed occupa­ 
tion from abroad. In short, his administra­ 
tion has been marked by a polittoal revolu­ 
tion hardly less radical and progressivo than 
that eonneeted with the ahoiitiott of alavniy fia 
the United State» With hto death, we sup­ 
pose, the revolntionary tootloos whioh in dif- 
feront parts of Um repnbiio have for serveral 
yean been in the field against him wUl retiro, 
Inasmneh as Lerdo de Tejada, who, as Chief 
Jnstioe of the Snpreme OonrW snooeeda to the 
Pieaideooj nnder the oonstitoitioa, to the very 
man for whom elevation an the rightfnl Prert- 
dent these revolntlonirta have profemedly been 
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deaAorjaarecand the aooeadon pf Leide to 
the Presidency will give Mexioo at lesrt a 
brief aeaera of peaoa. 
In thto interval the Oongtees wUl assemble 
and tosne the Oongreertonal order reqnired for 
the eleetton of a President by the people. But 
•tter this eleefion, whether the present incum­ 
bent, or General Dias, or some other military

be

repuWio, and especiaUy along Ae Rio Grande 
frontier. 
Can he put an end to the murders, 
robberies and abdnotiong whioh now make 
even Ae oity of Mexioo unsafe to Ae stranger ? 
Will he find it expedient, as it is proper, to 
put an end to that convenient arrangement for 
border smuggle» called Ae “Rree Zone?” 
And will he give ns something better than fine 
promises for the suppression of those gangs of 
Mexioan outlaws on our frontier, who, for 
many months past, appear to have been en­ 
gaged m stealing cattle from Texas, not as 
freebooton, bat wiA the auAority or con­ 
nivance of Ae officials of Matamoros ? 
President Lerdo has Ae reputation of a 
patriot of high aooomplishmento and abilities, 
and of a public man of great popularity. 
WiA these advantages, and wiA those left 
him as the head of Ae government by Juarez, 
Aere is reason to hope, as we do, that his 
adventos President of Mexioo will mark Ae 
beginning of bettor times for that unhappy 
and dietraoted country.

Aeir candidate for President, and Gtovernor 
Parker, of New Jersey, democrat, for Vice 
President; a very good combination ticket It 
was generally believed at the time, however, 
that Ae main object of the manage» of this 
Oolnmbns Convention was to impress upon Ae 
A ra approaching Cincinnati Liberal Republi­ 
can Convention Ae importance of Aese labor 
rofonnera os a political balance of power; and 
Aey were not wiAont the hope that Aeir ticket 
wonld be adopted at Cincinnati, and next by 
Ae democratic party. If so, the manage» of 
Ae initial Convention at Colnmbns, A Ae 
event of the election of Aeir ticket, would 
have a good claim for Ae firet choice of places 
A Ae CabAet, foreign missions and so on. 
But Ae OAoAnati Convention, strangely 
enough, perhaps, overlooked this Columbus 
labor reform coalition ticket, and nominated, 
on a liberal republican platform, Ae ticket of 
Greeley and Brown, both liberal republicans, 
whereupon Judge Davip deolAed his Columbus 
nomination, and Governor F^rker likewise, 
and for good and sufficient reasons in each 
case.

Aim OBJXOT. 
of your readers know that about 
flvs years ago I undertook, at the in­ 
stigation of my very dear old friend, Sir 
Boderiok Murchison, the task of examin­ 
ing the watershed of South Oentral Afrioa. 
The work had a charm for my mind because 
the dividing line between the North and South 
was unknown, and a fit object for exploration. 
Having other work on hand I at first reoom- 
mmided another for the task, but on his de­ 
clining to go without a handsome salary and 
something to fall back upon afterwards, I 
agreed to go myself, and was encouraged by 
by Sir Roderick Plurchison, saying in a warm, 
jovial manner, “You will be the real discoverer 
of the sources of the Nile.” I thought that 
two years would bo sufficient to go from the 
coast inland across the head of Lake Nyaasa to 
the watershed, wherever that might be, and 
after 
examination 
try 
to 
begin 
a 
benevolent mission with some tribe on the 
slope back to the coast Had 1 known all the 
time, toil, hanger, hardship and weary hours 
involved in that precious water parting I might 
have preferred having my head shaved and a 
blister put on it to grappling with my good 
old friend's task; but having taken up the 
burden I could not boar to bo beaten by it 
I shall tell you a little about the progress 
mode by and by. 


XAOB TO FACB WITH TBX BLAVB TBADB. 
At present let me give a glimpse of the 
slave trade, to which the search and discovery 
of most of the Nile fountains have brougfht me 
faceto face. The whole traffic, whether by 
bnd or ocean, is a gross ontrage on the com­ 
mon law of mankind. It is carried on from 
age to ago, and, in addition to the untold evils 
it inflicts, presents almost insurmountable 
obstacles to intercourse between different 
portions of the human family. This open sore 
in the world is partly owing to human cupidity, 
partly to the ignorance of the more civilized 
of mankind of the blight which lights chiefly 
on more degraded piracy on the high seas. It 
was once as common as slave trading is how, 
but as it became thoroughly known the whole 
civilized world rose against it 
In now trying to make Eastern African 
slave trade better known to Americans, I in­ 
dulge the hope I am aiding on, though in a 
small degree, the good time coming yet when 
slavery as well as piracy will be chased from 
the world. Many have but a faint idea of the 
evils that trading in slaves inflicts on the vic­ 
tims and authors of its atxocitiee. Most peo­ 
ple imagine that negroes, after being bru­ 
talized by a long course of servitude, with but 
few of the ameliorating influences that elevate 
the more favored races, are fair average 
specimens of the Afrioan man. Our ideas are 
derived from slaves of the west coast, who 
have for ages been subject to domestic bond- 
agé and all the depressing agencies of > a most 
unhealthy climate. 
Tbeee have told moet in­ 
juriously on their physical frames, while fraud 
and the rum tiade have rained their moral 
natures so os not to discriminate the difference 
of the monstrous injustice.

The main body of the population is living 
free in the interior, under their own chiefs and 
laws, cultivating their own farms, catching 
fish in their own rirors, or fighting bravely 
with the grand old denizens of the forests, 
which, In more recent continents, oan only be 
reached in rock]^ strata or under perennial 
ica Winwood Reade hit the truth when 
he said the ancient Egyptian, with his

The slaves gw- 
eraUy, and especiaUy those on the west ooast 
at Zanzibar and elsewher^ are extremely ugly. 
I have no prejudice against their color; indeed, 
any one who Uvee long among them forgets 
they are black and feels ther aie just feUow 
men; but the low, retreating forehead, prog­ 
nathous Jaws, lark heels and other physical 
peculiaritiee common among slavea and West 
African negroes, always awaken some feelings of 
aversion akin to those with which wc view speci­ 
mens of the BiU Sykes and “Bruiser” class in 
England. I would not nttcr a syUable calcu­ 
lated to press down either class more deeply 
in the mire in which it ia already sunk, but 1 
wish to point out that these are not typical 
Africans any more than typical EngUshmon, 
and that the natives on nearly aU the high 
lands of the interior Continent are, as a rule, 
fair average specimens of humanity.

When Syed, an old friend of min^ crossed 
Lualaba, he heard I waa in the village, where 
a company of slave traders wore furiously 
assanlted for three days by justly incensed 
Bobemba. I would not fight nor aUow my 
people to fire if I saw them, beoanse Bobemba 
had been especially kind to me. Syed sent a 
parly of his own people to invite me to leave 
the village and come to him. He showed him­ 
self the opposite of hard-hearted ; but slavery 
hardens within, petrifies the icolings, is bad 
for the victims and iU for the viotimizers. 
Onoe, it is said, a party of twelve, who had 
been alavés in their own country—Ounda or 
Oonda, of which Cazembe is chief or general— 
were 
loaded 
with 
large, heavy yokes, 
which 
were forked 
trees, 
about three 
inches in diameter and seven or eight 
feet long, the neck inserted in the fork and an 
iron bar driven across one end of the fork to 
the other and riveted to the other end, tied at 
night to the tree of ceiUng of the hut, and the 
neok being firm in the fork and the slave held 
off from unloosing it, was excessively trouble- 
apme to the wearer, and, when marching, two 
yokes were tied together by tree ends and 
loads put on the alavés’ heads beside. 


A SLAVE WOMAM’S APPEAL. 
A woman, having an additional yoke and 
load, and a child on her back, said to me on 
passing, “They are killing me. If they would 
take off the yoke I oould manage the load and 
ohUd; bnt I BhaU die with three loads. ’’ The 
one who spoke this did die; poor Uttle girl! 
Her child perished of starvation. 


IMTBBCESSION AMD ITS BBWABD. 
I interceded some, but when unyoked off 
they bounded into the long grass, and I was 
greatly blamed for not caring in presence oí 
the owners of the property. 


BOW THE BUnVIVEltS BOBB IT. 
After the day’s march, under a broiling, 
vertical sun, with yokes and heavy loads, the 
strongeet were exhausted. 
The party of 
twelve, al)ove mentioned, were sitting down 
singing and laughing. 
“Hallo,” said I, “these 
feUowB take to it kindly. This must bo the 
class for whom philosopbers say slavery is 
the natural state;” and I went and asked the 
cause of their mirth. 


v b x x d o m ’ s l u l l a x x . 
I had asked aid of their owner as to the 
meaning of the word “Rukhm" which usually 
means fly or leap. They were using it to 
express the idea of haunting, os a g^oet, in­ 
flicting disease or death, and the oong was:— 
“Yes, me going away to Manga, abroad, or 
white man’s land, with yoke on our necks; 
but we shall have no yokes in death, and shall 
return and haunt and kill you." Chorus then 
struck in, which was the name of the man who 
bad sold each of them, and then followed the 
general laugh, in which at first I saw no bit* 
temess. Tarembee, on old man, at least 
one hundred and four years, being one of 
the sellers, 
in acoordanoe with Afrioan 
belief, they 
bad 
no 
doubt of being 
soon able, by ghost power, to kUl even him. 


THE D U A D E S nU IM . 
Their refrain was as if:—“Ohl ob ! oh ! 
bird of freedom, you sold me 1" 


LAUOBTKB TELUMO MOT OP M ntlB. 
“Oh! oh I oh ! I shall haunt you! Oh t 
oh I oh I ” Laughter told not of mirth, bnt of 
tears, such as wore oppressed, and they had no 
comforter. He that is higher thatt the highest 
regardeth. 


MAMTSMA AMD THB MAM BATEES. 
About northeast of Rua we have a very large 
country called Manyuema, 
but by Arabs 
shortened into Manyema. It is but recently 
known. The reputation which the Manyemos 
enjoyed of being cannibals prevented half-cast 
Arab traders from venturing among them. 
The circumstantial details ot piactioes as man- 
eaters given by neighboring tribes were con- 
firmed by two A^tbs who, two years ago, went 
as far as Bambarre, and secured the protection 
and friendship of the Moerekues, Lord of 
Light Orey Parrott, with Scarlet Tail, who 
was a Very superior man. The minute details 
of cannibol orgies given 
the Arabe* attend­ 
ants erred by the sheer excess of the shocking 
details. 


MO B o o n s IN IMPAMOT AMD A BBAVaEVIXIBa MAM. 


Had 1 beUeved a tenth port of what 
I was told I might

tured an inch in Manyema, bnt fortunately 
my mother never frightened me in infancy 
with ««bogie” and stuff of that sort, and I am 
not liable to fits of bogiephobia, in which dis­ 
ease the poor patient beHeves everything awlhl 
if only it is attrilmled to the owner of a black 
skin. I have heard that the complaint was 
epidemic lately in Jamaica, and the planters’ 
mothers have much to answer for.

This makes me turn back to the watershed, 
as I promised. It is a broad belt of tree-cov­ 
ered upland, some seven hundied miles in 
length from west to east The general alti­ 
tude Is between four thousand and five thou­ 
sand feet above the sea, and mountains stand 
on it at various points which are between six 
thonsand and seven thousand feet above the 
ocean level On this watershed springs arise 
which ore well nigh inn^erable; that is, it 
would take half a man’s life to count them. 
These springs join each other and form brooks, 
which again converge and become rivers, or 
say streams of twenty, forty or eighty yards, 
that never dry. All flow towards the centre of 
on immense valley, which I beUeve to be the 
Valley of the Nile. In this trongh we have at 
first throe large rivers; then all unite into one 
enormons lacostrine river, the oentral line of 
drainage, which I name Wobb’s Lualaba. In 
this great volley there are five great lakes. 
One near the upper end is called Lake Bemba, 
or, more properly, Bangweolo, but it is not a 
source of the Nile, for no large river begins in 
a lake. It is supplied by a river called Cham- 
bezl and several others which may be con­ 
sidered sources, and out of It flows the larger 
river, Luapula, which enters Lake Moera 
and comes out as the groat lake river, Lotv- 
laba, to form Lake Komolondo. 
West of 
Komolondo, but still in the great vaUey, Uee 
Lake Lincoln, which I name os my tribute of 
love to the great and good man America 
enjoyed 
for 
some 
time 
and 
lost 
One 
of 
the 
three 
great 
rivers 
I 
mentioned, Bartle Frere’s or Luflra, falls into 
Komolondo, and Lake Lincoln becomes a la­ 
custrine river, and it too joins the central line of 
drainage, but lower down, and all these united 
form the fifth lake, which the slaves, sent 
to me instead of men, forced me, to my great 
grief, to leave as the Unknown Lake. 
By 
my reckoning, the chronometers being all 
dead, it is five degrees oJf longitude west of 
Speke’s position at Ujijl This makes it proba­ 
ble that the great laonstrine river in the valley 
is the western branch of Petherick’s Nile, the 
Bohar Ghazal, and not the eastern branch, 
which Spoke, Grant, and Baker believed to be 
the river of Egypt 
If correct, this would 
make it the NUe, 
only, 
after all, the 
Bahar Ghazal 
enters the eastern 
arm. 


OMWABD AMD T7PWABD. 
But though I found a watershed between ten 
degrees and twelve degrees south—that is a 
long way further np the vaUey than any one 
hod dreamt—and saw the streams of some 
six hundred miles of it converging into the 
centre of the great valley, no one knew 
where it went after that departure of Lake 
Moera. Some oonjeotored that it went into 
Tanganyika ; bnt I saw that to do so it must 
run up hill 
Others imagined that it 
might flow into 
the Atlantic.

to

where it actually

go that took me into Manyema.

I could get no Information from traders 
outside; and no light ooold be obtained from 
the Manyema within. 
They never travel 
and it was so of old. They consist of petty 
headmanships, and each hogs his grievance 
from some old fend, and is worse than our 
old Highland ancestors. Every head man 
of a hamlet would like to see every other 
mling blockhead slain; bnt aU were kind to 
strangers, and, thongh terrible fellows among 
themselves, with their large spears and huge 
wooden shields, they were never known to 
injure foreigners till slaves tried the effects of 
gun shots upon them and captured their women 
and children. 
As I conld get no geographical information 
from them, I had to feel my way and grope in 
the interminable forests and prairies, and 
three times took the wrong direction, going 
northerly, not knowing that the great river 
makes immense sweeps to the weet and South­ 
west 1 felt 08 if 1 were running my head 
against a stone wall It might, after all, turn 
out to be the Congo, and who would risk being 
eaten and converted into block man for it ? 


««s t u c k t o r r l z x b a b b it o m ” a n d t b iu m p h b d . 
I had serious doubts, but I stuck to it like a 
Britoq, and at last found that the mighty 
river left its washing and flowed right away to 
the north, the two great western drains, the 
Lnfiia arid Isimaine, mnning northeast before 
joining the central line or main. Webb’s 
Lualaba told 
that 
the western side of 
the great vaUey was high like the eastern, and 
as this 
is reported to go into large reedy 
uwa*, it ean soaroely ba aught else than the 
western arm of the NUe. But berides all

These» from füU-grown, gushing 
fonnteine, lUlng so near each other and giving 
origin to font large rivers, answer in a certain 
degtea to tha dswHiption given of tha unfethom- 
able fountains of the NUe by the Seorctary of 
Mlnem, Intheclty of Saia, in Egypt, to tha 
of aU ttavellem Herodotns} 


The waters wore said tihreU* «P 
fothomable depth and then pat-t; 
north to 
Egypt and half south to inner Ei hiopia. Now; 
I have heard of the foantains ofe, rementioned 
so often that I csomot doubt their exMenee. 
and I wish to dear up the point inV my oon- 
eluding trip. 
I am not to be considered os speakis^ with­ 
out hesitation, but prepared, if I see leaso % to 
confess myself wrong. No one would tilw te 
be considered a disciple of the teety old wonh ^ 
be geographer who wrote ‘«Inner Africa LaU^ 
Open,” and swore to his fancies until he,ba-‘ 
came blue in the face. 


HOW THB DAT OP CWMCfLUSIOM WAS DELAYEW 
The work would aU have been finished long ago> 
had the matter of supplies of men and goods nof 
been entrusted by mistake to Banians and their 
slaves, whose efforts were aU falthfoUy dkeoted 
towards securing my fallare. These Banians 
are protected English subjects, and by their 
money, their muskets and their ammunition thé 
East African Moslem slave trade is mainly car»; 
ried on. The cunning East Indians seoUr» 
moet ot the profits of the slave trade and* 
adroitly let odinln rest on their Arab agents. 
The Banians wUl not harm a flea or a mos­ 
quito, but my progress in geography has 
led me to the diseovery that they are by far 
the worst oaunibals In all Africa. They com­ 
pass, by means of Arab agents, the deetruo- 
tion of more human lives for gain in one yeas 
than the Manyemas do for their flesh pots ia 
ten. The matter of supplies and men war 
unwittingly committed to these our Indian feL 
low Bubjocts, who had to see me in their slavs 
market and dread my disclosures on the infs- 
mons part they play. The slaves wercr all 
imbued with the idea that they were ncft to' 
foUow, but force mo book, and, after rioting 
on my goods for sixteen months on the way, 
instead of three months, the whole stook of 
goods was sold off for slaves and Ivory. Somw 
of the slaves who came to klanyema- so 
baffled and worried me thAt I had to retuis 
500 or 600 mUes. 


LACK o r MATEBZAL AID. 
The only help I have reoeived,' except half » 
snpply which I despatched from Zanzibar, in 
6, has been from Mr. Stanley, your oor- 
respondent, and certain remains of storos 
which I seized from the sUves sent from Zanrt* 
bar, seventeen months ago, and I had to corns 
h«»ok 300 miles tn effect the seizure. I wait 
here at Unyanyembe only till Mr. Stanley can 
send me fifty free men from ^tbe coast, and 
then I proceed to finish np the geographical 
part of my mission. 


THE SLAVBBT QÜB8TI0M AOADff. 
I come back to the slavery question, and if 
I am permitted In any way to promote its sop- 
pression I shall not grudge the toil and time I 
have spent. It wonld be better to laesen hn- 
man woe than discover the sources of the Nllok 
When parties leave Ujiji to go westward inte 
Manyema the question asked is not whal 
goods they take, but how many gnns and kegs 
of powder. 
If 
they have 900 or 300 
mnskete, and ammunition in proportion, they 
think snocess is certain. No traders having 
ever before entered Manyema the valae of 
ivory was quite unknown; indeed, the tudca . 
were left in the forests vrith the other bones, 
where the animals had been slain. 
Many . 
were rotten; others were gnawed by a rodani ^ 
animal to sharpen his teeth, as London rate 
do on leaden pipes. 
If civilly treated thoi 
people went into the forest to spots whera 
they knew elephants had been killed, eitbsr 
by trapa or spears, and bought the tusks to 
a few copper bracelets. I have seen pattfes

lULTIVE DKA.UTI AHSEBTINO rTHKLF AGAIN. 
Many of the Manyoma women, ospeoially 


fa r down the Lualaba, ore very pretty, light- 
eelored and lovely. It was common to hoar 
Iho Zonzibar slives—whoao faces resemble tho 
Ibatures of London door knockers, which some 
•trocious 
iron founder thought wore like 
fhose of lions—say to each other: —“Oh, if 
we had Mouyema wives, what pretty 
chil­ 
le n we should get!" Manyema men and 
women were all vastly superior to the slaves, 
who evidently felt tho inforiority they had ao- 
qaired by wallowing in the mire of bondage. 
Many of the men were tall, strapping fel­ 
lows, with but litUe of what wo think distinc­ 
tive of the negro about them. If one relied 
on the teachings of phrenology the Manyema 
men would take a high plaoo in the human 
family. They felt their superiority, and often 
said, truly, “Were it not for firearms not one 
of tho strangers would ever leave our ooon- 


te y .” 
If a comparison were instituted and Man­ 
yema, taken at random, plaocd opposite, say 
the members of tho Anthropological Society 
of London, clad in kilts or grass cloth, 1 
should hko to take my place alongside the 
Manyema on the principle of preferring the 
Oompony of my bettors. 


OANNIBAUSnO SIGNS. 
Tho philosophers would look wofully scrag­ 
gy; but though the inferior race, as we eom- 
possionately coll them, have finely formed hoods 
and often handsomo features; they are un- 
4oubtedly cannibals. It was more difficult to 
Mcertoin 
this 
than 
may 
bo imagined. 
Borne think that they can detect the gnaw­ 
ings of the canine teeth of our cannibal 
ancestry on fossil bones. Though tho canine 
teeth of dogs are protty much like human, for 
many months-all the evidence I could collect 
amounted to what would load a Scotch jury to 
give a verdict of “not proven.” This arose 
¡partly from tho fellows being fond of a joke, 
and they liked to horrify any one who seemed 
(Credulous. They led one of my people, who 
Iwlieved all they said, to see the skull of a 
recent human victim, and he invited me in 
triumph. 
I foimd it to be the skull of a 
gorilla, hero called goko, and for the first time 
beeame aware of the existence of the animal 
there. 
BOW THE NA-nVXS UVX. 


The country abounds in food of all kinds, 
and a rich soil raises everything planted in 
fpreat luxurionoe. A friend of mine tried rice, 
and in between throe and four months 
the 
crop 
increased 
one 
hundred and 
twenty fold. Three measures of seed yielded 
960 measures. Maize is so abimdant that I 
have soon forty-five loads, each about sixty 
pounds weight, given for a single goat. 
Tho maize dura or holcus sorghum, hennis- 
tom, cassava, sweet potatoe and j'ams fur­ 
nish in no stinted measure farinaceous ingre­ 
dients fur diet; the palm oil, groundnuts 
And a forost tree aff<"-d fatty material food; 
bananas and plantains, iu great profusion, and 
the sugar cone the saccharine; tho pulm toddy, 
heer 
of 
bananas, tobacco, 
and 
vange 
canabis 
salina 
tho 
lunirios 
of 
life. 
And tho villages swarm with goats, shoep, 
hogs, pigs and fowls, while elephants, bu£b- 
loes, zebras and gokus, or gorillas, yield to 
export hunters plenty of tho nitrogenous 
ingrodionto of human food. It was puzzling to 
■eo why they should be cannibals. New Zea­ 
landers, we were told, were cannibals because 
they bad killed all their gigantic birds, tho moa, 
Ac., and they were converted from the man- 
•ating persuasion by the iutroduotion of pigs ; 
hut tho Manyema ha.\o plenty of pigs and 
©thcr domestic animals, aud yet they ore can- 
hibals. 
Into the reason for their cannibalism 
they do not enter. 
They say that human 
flesh is not equal to that of goats or pigs. It 
is saltish and mokes them dream of the dead. 


THE lOSSIOM nXLX> OF CHBISTIANTTT. 
Why fine-looking men like themshoiddbo 
«0 low in the moral scale con only be ottrl- 
huted to the non-introduction of that religion 
which makes those distiuotlons among men 
Which phrenology and other “ologies” cannot 
«xplain. The religion of Christ is unques­ 
tionably the bsfl for man. I refer to H not as 
the Protestant, the CathoUc, t|ie Greek or any 
other, but to* tU yomprsbsnsive faith which 
has spread more w1fl|ly over the world than 
most people imagin^ and whose votsriss, of 
whatever name, are betUr men than any out­ 
side tho pale. We have, no doubt, grievlous 
faults, but tbcse are iu pet*, owing to want of 
leligion. Christians gi nonUlj ore better than 
tho hoatheu, but often don’t know It, and they 
are immeasurably better than tbey t>eliove eacb 
other to be. 
LAOntS AT MARXET. 
The Munyemawomou, especially far lowntho 
Lualaba, arc 
pretty at;^ roiy i.-idostrious. 


The market with them is a great institation, and 
they woA hsid and oarty far in order to have 
something to sen. 
Markets are established 
about ten or fifteen miles apart 
There those 
who ndse cassava, maize, grain and sweet pota­ 
toes exchange them for oil, salt, pepper, fish 
end other relishes. Fowls, also pigs, goats, 
gross cloth, mats and other articles change 
hands. All dressed in their best candy-colored, 
many-folded kiltH, that rsooh from waist to 
knoe, 
wkcn 
two or three thousand are 
together they form an interesting sight They 
enforce justice, 
though 
chiefly 
women, 
and they are so eager traders that they sot off 
in companies by night and begin to run as 
soon as they come within the hum arising 
from hundreds of voioes. 
To haggle and 
joke and laugh and cheat seem the dearest en­ 
joyments of life. They confer great benefit on 
each other. The Maneyema women aro expert 
divers for oysters, and they sell them and fish 
iu exchange for farinaeébus food from the wo­ 
men in the East, the Lualaba, who prefer 
cultivating tbo soil to fishing. 


Tho Manyoma have always told us that 
women going to market are never molested. 
When tho men of two districts were engaged in 
actual open hostilities tho women passed 
through from one market to another nn- 
harmed. To take away her goods, even in war, 
was a thing not to be done; but at these market 
women the half-castes directed their guns. 


HAl.ir-f!AHTg OÜTBAOK8. 
Two coses that came under my own observa­ 
tion were so sickening that I cannot allow 
my mind to dwell upon or write about them. 
Many of both soxes were killed, but the 
women and children ohiofly made captives. 
No matter how much ivory they obtained 
these nigger Moslems must havo slaves, and 
they assaulted market people and villages and 
made captives chiefly of women ond children; 
os it appeared to me, and because, os men ran 
off at tho report of guns, they <u)uld do it 
without danger. 
I had no idea before how bloodthirsty men 
con be when they can pour out tho blood of 
their follow men in safety; aud all this 
oomoge is going on in Manyema at the very 
time I write. It is tho Banians, our pro­ 
tected Indian follow subjects, that indirectly 
d oit 


CONCESSIONS TO TBB ZANZISAB SULTAN. 
All we hove conceded the Sultan of Zanzi­ 
bar has been a right which it was not ours to 
give, of a certain amoimt of slavo trading, and 
that amount has been from 12,000 to 20,000 
slaves a year, as wo havo seen. Those are not 
traded for but murdered, for they are not slaves, 
but free people made captive. A Saltan with a 
•enoo of jnstioo wouUl. inntAad of taking head 
money, declare that all wore free as soon as 
thoyrcached his territory; but Banians have 
the Custom House and all the Saltan’s rev­ 
enue entirely in their hands. He cannot trust 
his Mohammedan subjects, even of the better 
class, to farm tho income, because, as they 
themselves say, he would get nothing iu re­ 
turn but a crop of lies. The Banians actu­ 
ally work the Custom House so as to screen 
their own slave agents, and so long as they 
have power to pernote it thoir atrocious 
system of slavery will never cense for sake of 
lawful commerce. 


PLAN OF UEVENCB BSFOBX. 
It would be poUtic to insist that the Sul­ 
tan's revenue by the Custom House should be 
placed in the hands of an English or American 
merchant of known reputation and upright- 
ness. By this arrangement the Sultan would 
be largely benefited, legal commerce be ex­ 
alted to a position it has never held since the 
Banians and Moslems emigrated into Eastern 
Africa, and Christianity, to which the slave 
trade is an insurmountahlo barrier, would find 
an open door.

THE M’DOEALD MUBDEB. 


Cmroner’s lnwcst1g»tton-«'Veraict A|(alnat 
L.«mb~He is Com m itted to tke Tombs. 
Coroner Schlrm er yesterday m orning held an In 
quest in the case of M ark McDonald, of 831 East 
Eleventh street, who w as killed from a stab wound 
in the abdom en. Inflicted a t the handa of Jam es 
Lamb during a quarrel betw een them at a late hour 
on Tuesday night last. Tho court room was quite 
crowded with the relatives and friends o f deceased 
and prisoner. 
Lamb, who Is a vlclons-looklng 
youth, was in court, accom panied by his counsel, 
Mr. Kintzing, and appeared to be quito unconcerned 
about the result of the Investigation. 
A brief synopsis of the case will be found below, 
togeUier w ith the verdict of the Jury. 
Jam es Hanlon, of 823 E ast F ourteenth stree t, de­ 
poned th at on Tuesday night last deceased and tho 
wltuesB were in cenvorsatlon. w hen Lam b come 
along and said to deceased, “ W bat are you talking 
to th at fellow (m eaning the w itness) for f” De­ 
ceased said, “ He Is a d ecent m an.” Lamb then 
struck the w itness in th e frico, when deceased in­ 
terfered and took the w itness up stairs; had no ac­ 
quaintance w ith the prtsoner. 
Jam es Dutiy, of 834 East Eleventh street, deposed 
th at shortly before eleven o’clock on Tuesday night 
he saw prisoner In the act of tak in g otr hla coat to 
fight som ebody; prlsonor then came to the w ltnesa’ 
door and tried to get In, b u t did not snccced; then 
heard a noise In tho street, and a few m om ents 
later was told th at McDonald had been stab b ed ; 
Lam b told the wltnesj» directly afterw ard th at 
“deceaeed cam e a t me w ith a club and I gave It to 
h im : I did not cu t him much, but I will lay all night 
for the cockeyed son of a b—h and kill him before 
he goes home;*’ prisoner had a penknUe in his 
h an d ; the prisoner w as drunk a t the time. 
Jam esW clahan, ofNo. 636 East Elcveiuh street, 
saw deccoHod and Lamb on the sidewalk Tuesday 
night; heard them disputing and saw deceased 
m ake a rusli at tho prlaeB cr; tho latter also made 
for deceased; ran after each other around a wagon 
la the s tre e t; McDonald ran Into the w itness’ place 
and said, “Clvo mo oometblng. I’m stab b ed ;” 
McDonahl w ent luto the book room and asked for 
a glass of brandy, but he got n o n e ; arterw ards tho 
w linoss opened the door aad saw Lamb on tho 
sidewalk, who said, “ He came at me with a club 
and 1 gave It to the a— of a b —h ;” w ltucsastild 
“McDonald Is stabbed, aud you had b etter clear 
o u t;” saw a small knife In the prisoner's hand 
while he was Iu the stree t; ofllccrs came aud took 
charge of Itolh deceased and tho prisoner. 
Murv Henuey, of ft'36 East Elcvcutli street, saw a 
dllllciilty betw een prlsoni.r uiid deceased; blows 
were exchanged, but saw no club lii the liauds of 
deceased; saw nothing of the stabbing; deceased 
first struck prisoner with Ills fist about the face. 
Two or th ree o th er w itnesses tostlfleil to liearlng 
Lanih using profane aud abusive language 
to 
deceased, and threaten to kill him before ho w ent 
home. 
W ooster Beach. M. D., who m ade a post m ortem 
cxauiluatlon of the liody, testified th at ho found a 
small penetrating wound of the abdomen, severing 
one of the lutestlues; death eusucd from pcrl- 
tonltes, the result of the wound. 
o n u e r Fliiu, of thu Seventeenth p ro d n ct, tes­ 
tified th at he arrested tho prisoner, aud on search­ 
ing him fouud two pocket knives in bis possession. 
The case was then subm itted to the Jury, who 
rendered tho following 
vE nbirr, 
“That Mark McDonald came to his death from 
peritonitis the result of a stab wouud of tho ab­ 
domen, mmcteil with akulfe In the lu u d s of Jam es 
Lamb, on the 33«1 day of July, 1872.” 
In Ida exam luution the prlsuncr said he WM 
tw enty years of age, born in New York, and by 
occupation a laboicr. By advice of counsol he hod 
nothing to say. Lamb w ot locked up to answ er.

There is g reat com plaint heard on the Sag H ar­ 
bor line of railroad against the action of th a t Cor­ 
poration In regard to carrying the mails. 
The lat­ 
ter, which should reach every station on the line 
betw een one and two o'clock, were tho m ails put 
on board tho branch train at M anor Junction 
whou the New York and Oreenport m all train 
reachos th at starUm, are not received nutll about 
seven o’clock. They are carrle<t from G reenport by 
steam boat late la the afternoon to Bag Harbor, 
and from th at place they are distributed. This is 
cci taliily a groat outrage on the people residing on 
this side of tho island.

From tho b eat and dust of the city I escaped and 
fled to S aratoga, only to find myself, as It were, 
“ out of the frying-pan. Into th e fire.” 
It was 
terrib ly hot a t tho Springs, and the dust was 
om nipresent; in tact th ere was no real com fort to 
be found outside of tho shadows of the grand 
piazzas, and there a fellow was forbidden to puff 
bis cigar on account of the presence of the ladles. 
Then th ere were num erous petty swindles to which 
I was subjcctud. 
The hackm cn discouraged me 
and cheated mo on every possible occasion. Unless 
a bargain w as entered Into in tho presence of 
reliable w itnesses belore taking a drive, tho nsnal 
scale 
of 
prices -w as doubled, o r 
muItlpUed 
by four. The hackm en reaped a rich h arvest ont of 
tho Bevonth regim ent bqys and th eir friends, so 
th a t when the racing commenced these driv ers of 
nondescript tu rn o u ts w ere t'o ro u g h ly organized 
for m ntual protection on tho high tariff principle. 
The haokm en will, In tim e, give Saratoga an unen­ 
viable reputation, and it is the duty of th e gentle­ 
m anly and courteous hotel pruprletors to suppress. 
In a m easnre, th e ontrageous dem ands of the 
greedy drivers, who are striving to dissect the 
goiMe th at lays the golden eggs, which goose Is, of 
coarse, the long suffering and p atien t public. One 
season spent In piloting a public conveyance about 
Saratoga would about fit a m an for the duties of a 
model legislator or an average Congressm an. Some 
of the old bandits, who have grow n brazen in the 
business of “beating” visitors, boldly annunnce 
th at it.

As I cam e from W ashington to Gordons- 
vlUo I coujd n o t help thinking th a t aU of Old \ lr- 
glnla was on a spree, a t least the colored p art of It,

“a m em ber of tire press,” Informed me they were 
going to Orange Court Ilouse to “aRSMt” In laying 
the corner stone of a now B aptist church.

Away off from 
these stations, clinging on to tho m ountain cllirs, 
are spacious hotels, plenty of alum w ater and In­ 
num erable warm , hot ancl healing halh.s. One be­ 
gins to feel, as he sees limp passengers g ettin g off 
a t every station to try the efficacy of one or other 
of the w atars of which the advertising colum ns of 
tho Virginia new spapers are now full, th at som e­ 
body will ask him w hether he is going to try tho 
Rockbridge Alum or tho Red Bweet, and w hut his 
m alady Is. Indeed, a kindly Judge from Baltim ore 
pressed somo nice oold ham and b n tteied bread 
upon me m erely because 1 looked pale and ex- 
hauutcd from the fear of such a catastrophe.

A . W . R a n d A lI . 
General A lexander W. Randall, ox-Postm aster 
General of tho United S tates, died at his residence 
In Elmira, N. Y., on Thursday, after a lengthened at­ 
tack of Illness. Ho was flfty-three years or age. 
A lexander Williams Randall w-as born in Mont­ 
gom ery county, New York, In 181». In early life ho 
em igrated, with his parents, to Wisconsin, where 
ho chose the profession of the law. Hla devotion 
to the in terests of the S tate aud hla capacity for 
grasping an Im portant question m arked him as a flt- 
tlug representative of th a t grow ing Territory, and he 
was accordingly chosen by a large m ajority aa a 
m em ber of the T erritorial Convention, In 1847, 
w hich fram ed a constitution th a t ta now, In its 
essential eleiuonts. the sta tu te taw of tho S tate 
of Wisconsin. Mr. Randall waa a conspicuous and 
popular m em ber of th a t body, and won the com­ 
m endation of people of every shade of opinion. 
W’e believe he was chosen to the Governorship of 
Wisconsin upon a dem ocratic platform —th at ta to 
say, he was a m em ber of tho dem ocratic p arty — 
the old dem ocratic party which existed befSre the 
war. He was elected Governor In lítófl bv a very targe 
m ajority, and from this tim e forth he become Idontl- 
fled with the G reat West os one of Its representa- 
tlVB men. 
He was chosen In 185« to the gubernatorial 
Chair 01 Wisconsin, which State waa among the 
flr.st—If not the very Orst—to declare hei seir unal­ 
terably in lavur of the Union. Thle was early In 
1861, during Governor R andall’s term of offlco, 
and nearly at Its close. The I.eglslature had 
convened on the 10th of Jantiary of th at year, and 
there was mnch concern am ong Its members as to 
the policy which should be pursued by th at State 
duilug th at excltlug period. Wlscousln, always 
dem ooratio 
previously, had 
given 20,ooo m a­ 
jority for Abraham Lincoln In November, I860. 
1’he m essage of Governor Randall was sharp, 
terse 
and 
com prehensive. 
He 
said 
th at 
“ the election of Mr, IJncoln was legal; th at our 
governm ent was one of the people, and not a 
league of B tates; th at th e general governm ent 
coHid not change the character of a Btate govern­ 
m ent. nor usurp a pow er not expressly delegated In 
the cAinstltuMou, and th at Im m ediate action should 
be taken to place the Btate on a w ar fooling.” Not­ 
w ithstanding this m esage the I.egi8tature, w ithout 
having taken any m easures to m eet the reoom- 
m endatlous of the Governor or tho wishes and in­ 
terests of the people, on tho 16th of April, 1861, 
passed a resolution to adjonru on the I7th. On 
th at m em orable 16th of April President Lincoln 
Issued Ills proclam ation culling lor troops. Wlille 
the news 
of this g reat event in our history 
waa flashing upon electric wings through the coun­ 
try tho 
Wisconsin 
Legislature 
was virtually 
disbanded, aud 
m ost of 
its 
mem bers 
were 
on their way home 
o r 
w ere contem plating 
a 
departure 
from 
th e 
capital. 
An 
emor- 
geiicy 
had 
arisen 
to 
which 
Ihe 
Governor 
was fully equal. Ho had the train s stopped which 


He 
hlH power to do so, to keep the flying representatives 
to their dnty. Hla endeavors ■failed, however, and 
the only resource was to call an ex tra session ol the 
Logistature, which did not convene until the 
lotn of June. 
In the m eantim e the Governor 
“ took the 
responsibility,” and 
caused 
33,0e0 
m en of Wisconsiu to be placed ui the Held; and, to 
the credit of the Legislature be It said, they re­ 
sponded fully and pnnclually to the Interests of 
the people as expressed through the Governor, 
going even beyond him In tUelr endeavors, by 
prevlding tor five regim ents lu addition to those 
already raised. 
Upon retiring from the guber­ 
natorial chair In isn i he was nom luated by Presi­ 
den t Lincoln as M inister to Rome, which anpolnt- 
roent was duly confirmed by the Benate, and he de­ 
parted for the Hoene of Ills ta'iors In the spring of 
IH82. Thongh he filled tliat position but a short 
time, y et the records of tho Btate D epartm ent 
liear evidence to the raithfUliiCHS, prom ptnesa arid 
thoroughness with which his duties were discharged. 
Being strictly an Am erican—a representative one—

The standing army of the United Btatee, when a t 
the fun strength established by law. Is *0,oee, e » 
elusive of offlcers. To keep It up to thia f g a i* ra- 
qulres coustant recruiting in every p a rt of th e 
country. Our army differs from m ost other* by the 
large iminbcr th at U lost by desertion*. The term 
of service being five years, the force U redooed 
several thoaaand annually by discharges, and tita 
deaths mu*t am ount to no Inconsiderable num ber} 
but It ta by desertions th at the rank and file ta mneC 
' depleted. General Ilazen, Colonel of the Sixth 
infantry, who recenUy published a work on the 
French w at, esU raates th at It require* about four 
thousand recruits yearly to m aintain the United 
B tates arm y up to the legal stren g th ; but lu ounaa- 
quence of soldiers deserting tbelr colors noarly at 
many m ore are needed, and yet the reglincnu ar« 
hardly ever tUU. There are altogether forty regl- 
m ents—ten cavalry, six artillery and twenty-fivd 
Infantry. Of these four are co lo red -tw o Infhntrp 
and two cavalry. There are, besides, the engineer 
corps and tho ordnance departm ent, num berihg 
when fuU 826 enlisted m en. A regim ent of cavalr|> 
constats of twelve troops, having l.ois enllsteit 
m en; a regim ent of artillery, two batteries and ten 
companies, 74» m en, and a regim ent ofiuTantry ten 
companies, 605 men. 
RKNDKZVOrS m NEW TO RE. 
Recruiting ta a m ost im portant branch of tha 
service. It Is under the general superinlendonojr 
of Colonel Jefferson 0. Davis, whoso office is at th*, 
headquarters of tho D epartm ent of the E ast in thi* 
city. 
As recrnltlng offlccs are open In all tho prin­ 
cipal cities aud towns of tho country, the sphere of 
hta duties extends all over the Union. The colored 
InfhUtry regim ents are full, and the m ounted one* 
reqnfre bnt few recruits. However, the Southern 
S tates are preferred for raising negro troops, and 
it occurs but rarely th a t any of th at race offer 
them selves In the N orth o r W est. By a recen t 
order from tho A djutant General’s office, tho 
standard height for all arm s of the service 1s fixed 
a t five feet four Inches, bnt this does not apply to 
m nslclans or recruits for colored regim ents, tho 
former regulation concerning whom rem alna in 
force. 
There are two principal recrnltlng ren­ 
dezvous In New York—one for the artillery and in- 
fentry and one for cavalry. Men are not taken toé 
any particular regim ent. 
They have to enlist tor 
general service. 


TH E INFANTRY ARMY, 
The Infantry rendezvous, In charge of Captala 
Charles A. W ickoffand one nou-coramlsslonod offi­ 
cer and three privates, Is on W alker street, near 
Elm, There are two sub-offices at No. 6 Centro 
stree t and 384 Pearl street.

General Ilazen, before m entioned, bo- 
lieves th a t recruits should be required to prov* 
good reputation, give tlielr tru e nam es, rosldencfi 
and the nam es of p arents or relatives obtained. 
Tho fear of tho disgrace th at would fpllow tho pub- 
llcation of the nam es of soldiers abandoning their 
color* would, In his opinion, have a good effect. 
rE O FL E WHO W ISH TO ENLIST. 
In a laige city like New York a g reat variety ol 
persons offer them selves for enlistm ent. Men of 
various nationalities, divers oncupatlona and front 
many m otives desire to en ter the arm y. The pay hi 
talr ami each year’s service Increases tho am ountj 
The governm ent nllqw good clothing, rations umt 
medloal attendance, though It has to be stated th a t 
In a letter lately publlslied, w ritten by General 
Custer, th at officer gives as a reason fur discuntant 
am oug Ills m en and consequent desertions tliak tho 
rations furniHlied were pour and insum clent, b u t 
th at tho contractors w ere alone to blame.

The wind had freshened during the night, and at 
the crew nnbooked the edges of the water-proof 
tent and looked out It waa blowing a gale from the 
southwest. The waters of Cass Lake were lashed 
Into white caps, and the Urge Uland was clearly 
defined away to the eastward by the furtons surf 
which lashed tu shore. 
THBFT. 
On looking about him further the orcw saw that 
he was surrounded by a gaping crowd of Indians.

crackers. Upon looking toward the tree It was 
discovered that the sack containing our pork waa 
gone. This was a terrible loss, and the guide ap­ 
pearing soon alter discovered the lose before he 
could be told of it. He was m a furious passion, 
and it was In vain that the Indians sbnigged their 
shoulders and charged the theft upon the dogs. 
The giUde swore that a dog could not cUmb a tree 
even as well as a squaw. 
Word was sent to the old Indian who had offered 
his hospitality to the crew, and bo was told that if 
his squaw would get breakfast for os be would be 
well paid. lire. Lo readily acceded. 
THE TRÜB INDIAN CnAUACTKRISTlCS 
then came out to advantage. Our host at once 
Intimated that ho wanted a "little game,” and the 
crew backed bis Indian boy against him. The old 
man at once got down the moccasins and the leaden 
bullets. The game of “Moccasin” has an indirect 
similarity to "Monte,” tho trick being to pick out 
from among four moccasins the one which is with­ 
out a bullet under It. These bullets arc placed 
under four moccasins so that the player has only 
one chance In four—even less than at a Chatham 
street den. The crew Is under the impression that 
the two players must have arranged the m atter on 
the pfluclple of the general order system, for, 
although the boy lost about one pound of navy 
ng, he was afterward seen to receive a share 
the old Indian. The latter worked himself 
Into a fearful state of enthusiasm over the game, 
and aocompanled the wildest gesticulations with 
an unearthly song. The old squaw began to beg 
one thing after another, until the crew began to 
entertain fears that there would be nothing remain­ 
ing in another day. First, she obtained nearly half 
of our crackers; then several plugs of tobacco; 
then a small tin pall; then her son borrowed the 
trolling line and forgot to return It; then, In ex­ 
change for two cloves to stop an acfalnv tooth 
among the crew, the squaw demanded and received 
another plug of tobacco; and she then charged 
more than two prices for a small sack of maple 
sugar. All this was borne In quiet. 
NATrVB OUBIOSITY. 
The Indians then came without the least cere­ 
mony and opened the knapsack of the crew, 
thorouglily examining everything which It con­ 
tained. This made him so fearfhlly mad that he had to 
go out aud wander along the beach, llsteniug to the 
■ickly plasb of the waves. 
The crew could not 
afford to be on bad terms with the Cass l.akers, as 
they do not bear the best of reputations for gentle­ 
ness to their enemies. 
The lndian.s lived like 
fightlng-cocks while the crew stayed; had three 
meals helore twelve o’clock noon—all on our pro­ 
visions. The canned meats, tea and crackers suf­ 
fered fearlully. 
Our Hour was made luto griddle 
cakes, but they were dirty and the molasses could 
be fished in. 
BNDÜRAKCB AT AN END. 
Unable to endure It any longer, after catching a 
ijoy in the act Of making off with tho boat’s com­ 
pass, the crew, about two o’clock, gave or*lers to 
got under weigh at once. The wind was still blow­ 
ing in utter defiance of the marwlim "Begin before 
seven, cease

furiously that the crews of both canocs were forced 
to run with the waves. This, after a long, hard pull, 
in which It required frequently the utmost exer­ 
tion to keep the Dolly out of the trough of the sea, 
brought the canoes in sight of the northeastern 
shore. The wind then moderating, the crew of the 
Dolly, now considerate behind toe blrch-bark, re­ 
solved to make aail. without moving from his seat 
the mast, sail and sheet were rigged; at the same 
ln.stant another boom swung over the starboard 
beam. The wind soon began to come In puffS and 
^e^^ew began lo wish that ho had kept the sail 


During the lulls It required the greatest exertion 
to prevent the Dolly from swamping. The guides 
In the bircli bark wore faring much worse and 
the Indian could be seen 
BAILING OUT THB BOAT. 
The wind coming more steady the Mrcb bark was 
passed at terrible speed, the only sound which 
greeted the eats of the crew waa “zip, zip, zip,” as 
the keel of the boat struck the keel of each wave. 
The lake is quite shallow and the waves are much 
worse than on PcmidJL The ma.st squeaked several 
times, but the crew was eatlstled that he dare not 
attempt to take down the sail or he would swamp 
Itefore he could regain control of tho craft. Ilfs 
eyes were filled with blinding spray and the aft 
wind had blown tho waterproof apron off his legs, 
but he did not dare to use bis bauds one Instant to 
replace

The crew had no sooner leaped on shore than 
be was surrounded on the beach by a large num­ 
ber of squaws and children.

for the first lime, that there was not a man among 
them.

to await the arrival of the guides.

He was In hU bare feet, 
with his breeches

Being unable to apologize, the crew did not 
attempt It. 
Hitting down before the fire to dry 
his Clothes, he was astonished, nav, horrlfled, 
upon detecting a young squaw In the act of feeling 
the calf of his leg. It was, doubtless, a playful 
method of welcoming the stranger, but the oppor­ 
tune 
ARRIVAL or THR OflDE 
and Indian allayed all fears on the part of the crew. 
Rut for that tact there Ls no telling what might 
have haiipened to the defenceless crew. Upon 
being Informed by the guide that the crew ol the 
Dolly was from O-musz-kosc, bound lor the salt 
water, ttie squaws regarded him with reverential 
awe. An old woman replied:—“There are very, 
very few white mon living who have ever been to 
O-mttsz-koBC.” 
After nailing In vain for the wind to subside, 
both canoes were launched, and after a very wet 
null of nearly three miles the outlet was reached. 
The river traverses a beautlful eountrv and the 
canoes soon stopped for supper. Here the usual 
rain overtook us and then followed the traditional 
rainbow,
